^nais  Nin 


Anais  Nin:  it  is  impossible  to  speak  of  this  extraordinary 
woman  without  great  feeling.  Writer/printer/diarist/lover/ 
correspondent/dancer/wife/mother/confessor/performer— 
she  has  lived— lives— all  the  roles;  deeply,  feelingfully,  and 
with  grace.  It  would  be  an  imposition  to  speak  of  any  other 
in  such  a  v,/ay.  But  Anais  Nin  has  herself  painfully  and 
articulately  said  all  these  things  of  herself;  has  gone  where 
all  poems  start,  "in  the  foul  rag  and  bone  shop  of  the 
heart,"  (YeatsI  and  has  shared  (published)  it. 

Such  candor  preempts  all  critics  with  embarrassment.  There 
are,  of  course,  still  questions  to  be  asked.  But  one  must  go 
as  far  to  ask  them. 

Women  have  understood  this  better  than  men;  have  found  in 
her  work— ignored  as  it  was  in  the  beginning,  important  as 
it  is  now  in  these  times  of  resurgent  feminism— what  was 
always  there:  the  articulate  struggle  to  know  what  it  was  to 
be  a  woman;  to  find  what  it  is  to  be  a  woman  and  respected 
in  these  male-dominated  times. 

From  February  1st  through  4th,  the  Morning  Reading 
features  Ms.  Nin  reading  selections  from  her  earlier  work. 
On  Thursday  the  10th  at  9  p.m.,  Sally  Davis  hosts  a 
program  including  Anais  Nin,  Joan  Didion  and  Dory 
Previn.  And  on  Tuesday  the  15th,  at  8  p.m.,  Judy  Chicago 
hosts  An  Evening  with  Anais  Nin,  during  which  Ms.  Nin 
reads  selections  from  her  recently  released  fourth  Diary. 

No  Women's  Month  is  complete  without  Anais  Nin.  We 
are  grateful  for  her  cooperation.

We  can't  present  Shaw's  long  and  magnificent  introduction 
to  the  play-no  way,  on  radio,  no  way.

Virginia  Woolf 

/Mrs.  DallOM/a/ 

From  the  7th  through  the  end  of  the  month,  the  Morning 
Reading  will  be  Virginia  Woolf  s  novel,  read  by  Maureen 
Mcllroy.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  Ms.  Mcllroy  read 
the  novel  for  KPFK  several  years  ago,  but  the  tapes  were 
lost  in  the  shift  from  the  old  buildmg  to  the  new  one.  So 
she  kindly  consented  to  do  this  favorite  a  second  time. 

In  The  Common  Reader,  Virginia  Woolf  says:  "The 
common  reader  differs  from  the  critic  and  the  scholar.  .  .  . 
He  reads  for  his  own  pleasure  rather  than  to  impart  know- 
ledge or  to  correct  the  opinions  of  others.  Above  all  he 
is  guided  by  an  instinct  to  create  for  himself  out  of  what- 
ever odds  and  ends  he  can  come  by  some  kind  of  whole. 
...  If  (in  the  end)  he  has  some  say  in  the  final  distribution 
of  poetical  hours,  then,  perhaps,  it  may  be  worth  while 
to  write  down  a  few  of  the  ideas  and  opinions  which, 
insignificant  in  themselves,  yet  contribute  to  so  mighty 
a  result." 

We  can  think  of  no  better  justification  for  the  idea  of  the 
Morning  Reading  itself— much  less  the  fact  that  17  out  of 
21  of  them  this  month  are  devoted  to  the  work  of 
Virginia  Woolf. 


What  follows  are  a  few  paragraphs  on  what  to  do  after  the 
dial  tone  comes— hints  on  participating  in  a  phone  show. 

First  you  should  know  that  there  are  a  limited  number  of 
phone  lines  available  (generally  about  six).  Which  means 
that  unless  you  call  early,  you  will  get  a  busy  signal. 

When  you  finally  get  through  to  the  station,  the  call  will  be 
picked  up  by  a  producer.  He/she  will  ask  if  you  want  to  talk 
on  the  air.  When  you  say  yes,  he/she  will  tell  you  that  there 
are  a  few  calls  ahead  of  you,  and  will  put  you  on  hold.  In 
general,  calls  run  about  four  to  six  minutes  each.  This  gives 
time  for  a  question  and/or  opinion,  followed  by  response 
from  the  in-studio  guests. 

When  the  host  picks  up  the  phone,  his/her  first  words  should 
be,  "KPFK— you're  on  the  air."  If  you  have  been  listening 
to  the  program  while  waiting,  TURN  DOWN  YOUR  RADIO 
(sorry,  didn't  mean  to  shout).  All  phone  shows  are  run  on 
an  eight-second  delay:  the  words  you  speak  go  on  the  air 
eight  seconds  after  you  speak  them.  Any  distracting  noise, 
such  as  a  radio,  will  cause  confusion  and  feedback. 

Please  keep  your  questions  short  and  to  the  point.  And  of 
course  profanity  and  obscenity  are  FCC  nonos.  The  board 
operator-announcer  is  required  by  law  to  take  all  such 
nasties  off  the  air.  He/she  will  do  so.  It's  almost  impossible 
to  slip  something  past  their  bat-like  ears. 

After  your  question  or  comment,  there  will  be  a  response 
from  the  in-studio  guests.  The  moderator  will  say  thank  you, 
and  move  on  to  the  next  call.  That's  all  there  is  to  it.

REPORT 

IKD/M  QJR  USTENERS 


Last  August,  KPFK  sent  out  a  28-question  survey  in  an 
attempt  to  come  up  with  a  listener  "profile."  Those  of  you 
who  attended  the  listener-sponsors'  meeting  in  October, 
or  heard  it  broadcast  in  December,  know  that  we  were 
soundly  criticized  for  its  form. 

Flip,  frivolous  and  "funny"  questions  were  inserted 
between  the  serious  ones  in  an  effort  to  keep  the  form 
light.  Despite  the  fact  that  some  found  it  objectionable, 
192  listener-sponsors  (representing  more  than  360 
listeners)  did  take  the  time  and  effort  to  fill  out  the  form. 
Super-uolunteer  Madeleine  Deutsch  has  tabulated  the 
results. 

Who  were  the  respondents'  favorite  KPFK  personalities? 
William  Winter,  Tom  Ritt,  Carlos  Hagen  and  Ida  Honorof, 
in  that  order.  News  and  opinion  was  the  most  popular 
category  of  programs  cited,  followed  by  "Good  Morning." 

A  little  more  than  half  of  those  who  answered  the  ques- 
tion on  fund-raising  felt  that  the  time  we  spend  on  the  air 
asking  for  money  is  necessary.  Forty  percent  felt  we  spend 
too  much  time  raising  money. 

Listeners  felt  overwhelmingly  that  KPFK  needs  more  con- 
servative political  representation  on  the  station— first  for 
balance,  second  for  information. 


In  music,  only  slightly  more  persons  wanted  to  hear  more 
classical  music  than  other  kinds.  If  opera  responses  were 
added  to  classical,  most  preferred  to  hear  more  serious 
music  than  all  the  other  categories  combined,  but  only  by 
a  narrow  margin. 

The  respondents  voted  almost  two-to-one  for  more 
programs  about  women. 

Who  listens  to  Pacifica,  Los  Angeles?  The  respondents  in- 
cluded 17  housewives,  14  engineers,  13  educators,  12  office 
workers,  eight  artists,  and  representatives  from  media,  law, 
medicine,  science,  insurance,  social  work  and  psychology. 

Blue  collar  workers  were  represented  by  the  following:  bus 
driver,  truck  driver,  fireman,  waitress,  lifeguard,  telephone 
worker,  farmer  and  railroad  switchman. 

Almost  50%  of  those  who  answered  the  questions  about 
contributions  give  additional  money  to  KPFK  for  specific 
programs,  beyond  their  annual  subscription. 

The  staff  thanks  all  of  you  who  took  the  time  to  tell  us, 
via  the  questionnaire,  what  you  think  about  KPFK.  Many 
of  your  suggestions  we  have  already  acted  on.  The  others 
will  surely  guide  us  in  the  future.  Peace.
